Aliens of military 
age are subject to draft, just tho same 
Ob are citizens. 
They will be called 


under tho draft and unless they claim 
exemption on account of their alienage 
and prove the claim to the satisfaction 
of the board, they will be ordered inio 
service In precisely tho same way ab if 
they were citizens of the United Status. 
This applies to all aliens except clti- 
zons of countries with which wo aru 
at war and those with which we havo 
•xemption treaties. 


If an alien desires to enter tho ser- 


vice he will not present his claim, but 
becomes practically a volunteer by Poi1- 
mittlnp himself to be enrolled In com- 
pulsory service instead 
o£ claiming | 


lawful exemption. 


While thousands of aliens are loyal 


to this country and will refuse to claim 
exemption if called under the 
draft, 


there are hundreds ot thousands who 
will lako advantage of tlieir exemption 
rights, thus throwing the burden ut 
service on others while thoy enjoy tha 
fruits of war, without personal dan- 
gor or sacrliico. 
And this is the con- 


dition which congress hopes to remedy. 


First Draft lucniinllty 


The inequality of the 
llrst 
draft 


ahows conclusively that some amend- 
ment ot the conscription act Is essen- 
tial before another call for men Is 
made. Investigations ol conditions ro- 


• vealed some startling facts. 
Aliens 


• who have for years enjoyed the free- 


dom and privileges of this country are 
exempt from 
military 
service, anJ 


while tho citizens fight for their coun- 
try, those alienB sit Quietly by ami 
profit by the protection given them. 


On the 22nd of Juno the secretary of 
war stated that registration disclosed 
the fact that 1,239,173 persons in tlu 
United States had not declared their 
Intention of becoming American citi- 
zens and aro not citizens or a country 
with which tho United States Is at 
war. 
There Is also a great number 


who have declared their intention but 
are not yet naturalized. 
These men 


form more than one-eighth of all who 
registered, but under existing condi- 
tions none will bo held for compulsory 
military service. 
To this great num- 


ber must ho added the mass ot in"! 
resident In this country who are clti 
zons of countries with which we are 
at war, and they are exempt from mil 
ilary service. In order to avoid possl 
hie 'international complications, dlplo 
matlc arrangement must ho mado l 
any aliens aro to ho pressed Into s.ir 
vice 
Such was tho purpose of itn 


•joint resolution Introduced recently b; 
Congressman John 
Jacob 
Rogers o 


Lowell. Mr. Rogers believes tho prss 
cnt system of draft is unjust to thos 
communities where a groat numbor o 
aliens roside, thus throwing the^ whol 
force of the burden on tho shoulder 
of loyal citizens. 
The Rogers resolu 


tlon asks that the 
he authorized to 


public sentiment such legislation will 
fail. 
It will require the services of 


not less than 600.000 men to enforce 
the law, and I believe it is taking a 
long stop on a dangerous path whon 
we take the police power from' staluo. 
It will be damaging to the true cause 
of temperance."
